From the Deseret News :— | : 
The climate of Utah is acknowledge to be about the finest on the continent. 
Beef is rising in price in the Salt Lake market. Six to eight cents a pound, 
by the quarter is asked. 5 
More MIxERATIS.— There are numbers of mineral products abundant in this 
ion. The ores of Bingham are full of green and blue vitrol. Sulphates 
are abundant in the surrounding mountains. Sulphate of alumina is only 
waiting for the sulphate of potash to produce a superior article of alum. Sul- 
phates of manganese and of suda are so abundant as to be sufficient to stock all 
the glass factories in the world, and provide ali the washing crystals required 
for generations to come. Captain Joab Lawrence is manufacturing from the 
waters of Salt Lake, large quantities of salt, for chloridizing purposes, and 
shipping it off to different parts. Besides the inexhaustible sup:ly of the Lake 
there are actual mountains of crude salt in different parts. The oil shales of 
Utah should also be utilized, for the manufacture of kerosene and petroleum. 
These are matters that take time, but the utilization of the above, and nume- 
rous other mineral products peculiar to this region is sure to come about. 


DevicaTIon.—Theé Fifth Ward new Schoolhouse has been dedicated. There 
was present Elder Joseph F. Smith, of the Quorum of the Twelve Apostles ; 
Angus M. Cannon and Joseph E. Taylor, of the Presidency of the Salt Lake 
Stake of Zion; L. W. Hardy, Councilor to the Presiding Bisbop of the Church; 
Bishop Hickenlooper and Councilor J. W. West; and the Ward authorities, 
The dedicatory prayer was offered by Joseph F. Smith, after which appropriate 
addresses were delivered by President A. M. Cannon and Elder Joseph F. 
Smith. The congregation was large, the house being completely filled. A 
resident of the Ward furnishes the following particulars regarding the building: 
“Inside measurment, 30 x 50 feet; a rock foundation of three feet deep by 
two feet wide, laid on a bed of concrete, three feet wide by two feet deep; walls 
of adobies, one foot six inches wide of three adobies thickness. The height, to 
the ceiling, is 15 feet. There remains a little to be done on the outside, which. 
when finished, will make the building to cost very close to $2,000, « large 
portion of which bas been paid in labor.” The expense of erecting the building 

as been defrayed with the exception of a comparatively smail amount. It isa 
good, substantial structure, erected by means supplied by hard working men, 
to whom it is a credit, as showing their public spiritedress. | 

THe New Taspernacte.—‘‘ The Tabernacle committee met in Bishop 
Huncer’s office, for the purpose of facilitating the work during the present 
ungettled state of the weather. Having had considerable carpenter work 
promised from the different wards of the city, as labor tithing, they concluded 
to. utilize that labor in making seats or benches. About 300 seats will be 
needed for the number of people the Tabernacle is designed to accomodate, via: 
three thousand. The committee manifest care and determination to have them 
so constructed as not only to secure durability, bnt ease and comfort to the 
congregation. It is also the intention of the committee to lay this matter before 
the Bishops for their consideration on the wisest and best course to pursue, 
with u view of pushing forward this labor to early completion, so that when the 
interior of the building is completed, all the seats will be on hand, well seasoned 
and painted. The committee feel thankful to the Bishops and members of 
each ward in the Stake, who have responded to the call made at the last 
Quarterly Conference, for five hundred dollars in cash. The building, when 
completed, will not only be an ornament to the city, but a delightfully pleasant 
house in which the public will take pleasure to meet.

ham Young. After the death of the 
Secretary, on the resignation of Gov- 
ernor Durkee, the appointment was. 
duly made, Surprised at the event, 
and knowing that the choice of him- 
self, at that critical juncture of Utah 
affairs, was not due to political man- 
agement, Shaffer hastened to Wash- 
ington to ‘‘ inguire” of the President. 
It was then that the new Governor 
learned from the tt s of President 
Grant that he owe his 4 8 
to the dead Seoretary of War, and 
was informed of the grand purpose 
for which be bad been chosen. This 
is Governor Shaffer’s own statement,

He would 
make himself Governor of Utah, to 
all intents and purposes, if he had 
to do it by the sword. | 

„Never after me,” said he, by 
——! shall it be said that Brigham 
Young is Governor of Uteh!” 
Governor Shaffer arrived in Utah 
in the latter end of March, 1870. 
Casting about for some object on 
which to expend his belligerency, he 
made enquiry of a prominent schis- 
matic as to the feasibility of success 
fully attacking polygamy. The an- 
/‘awer was; I married my wives in 
good faith. They married me in 
good faith. They have borne me 
children. We have lived together 
for years, believing it was the will 
of God. The same is true of the 
Mormon people generally. Before 
I will abandon my wives as concn- 
bines, and cast off my children as 
bastards, I will fight the United States 
Government down to my boots. What 
would you do, Governor, in the like 
case 7” | 

By „I would do the same!” 

Soon after this General Sheridan 
visited Salt Lake City, for the purpose 
of establishing another military post 
in Utah, as a moral force,” as he 
expressed it. The post was duly 
established at Provo, and President 
Grant, inclining to the Vice-Presi- 
dent’s view, so far modified his policy 
as to abandon the idea, for the time 
being, of forcing a rupture with the 
people.

No. 4 It is with deep regret that 


we announce to the Legion the death

No. &—At the muster of the forces 
of Cache military district, there will 
be elected a Brigadier General, who- 
will take command of. said district. 

No. 6.—District Commandants will 
cause all vaeancies to be filled iu their

ments, and make full and complete’ 
returns to this office, on or before 
the fifteenth day of November. They 
are also enjoined to enforce good or- 
der and sobriety, and to take every 
precaution tu avert’ the occurrence of 
accident from any cause whatever

Executive Department, Salt Lake

Know ye, that I, Wilson Shaffer, 
Governor of the Territory of Utah, 
and Commander in chief of the mili- 
tary of the Territory of Utah, do 
hereby forbid and prohibit all mus- 
ters, drills or gatherings of militia 
of the Territory of Utah, and all 
therings of any nature, kind or 
. of armed persons within 
the Territory of Utah, except by my 
orders, or by the orders of the United 
States Marshal, should he need a 
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commitatus to execute any order 
of the Oourt, and not otherwise. And 
it is hereby farther ordered that all 
arms or munitions of war belonging 
to either the United States or the 
Territory of Utah, within said Terri- 
tory, now in possession of the Utah 
militia, be immediately delivered by 
the parties having the same in their 
possession to Col. Wm. M. Johns, 
Assistant Adjutant-General; and it 
is further ordered that, should the 
United States Marshal need a posse 
commitatus, to enforce any order of 
the Oourts, or to preserve order, he 
is hereby authorized and empowered 
to make a requisition upon Major- 
Gen. P. E. Connor for such posse 
commitatus or armed force; and 
Major Gen. P. E. Connor is hereby 
authorized to order out the militia, 
or any part thereof, as of my order 
for said purposes and no other. 
Witness my hand and the great seal 
of said Territory, at Salt Lake 
City, this the 15th day of Sep- 
tember, 1870.

“% Well,” says one, who has, or 
have you the true Gospel, and the legal 
authority to administer in its ordi- 
nances ““ We reply, if the Lord has 
not spoken from the heavens, if he 
has not restored the true Gospel, if he 
has not conferred the authority of the 
Priesthood through the administration 
of holy angels, then we have not got 
it, and our ieligion and faith is as vain 
as is sectarianism. We fearlessly tes- 
tify to all mankind that we know He 
has done this, though the assertion 
may come in contact with the views, 
traditions, and pride of Christendom. 
This is a tremendous declaration; but 
when you consider that it has been 
made for near fifty years, and that 


tens of thousands having proved, are 
prepared to bear witness to its truth, 
is it not the duty of Christendom—of 
mankind, to diligently investigate in 
honesty of purpese and with unpre- 
3 mind, that they also may 
now whether these things are so or 
not? Almost universal conclusions 
have been formed on this matter; 
most have heard that the Mormons” 
are a bad people, that Joseph Smith 
their founder, was a wicked man, and 
that Brigham Young was the same; 
they — in the newspapers that the 
system is cerrupt and abominable, 
then witbout 
of fairness, and looking at the other 
side of the question, they allow their 


* 
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minds to become prejudiced, their 
feelings to become soured, and they 
join in theory, ‘‘ Delusion, delusion, 
false prophets,” etc. Was not this 
exactly the casejin the days of the 
Savior? Was it not the case in the 
days of the Apostles? Was not the 
world full of rumors ee to the 
wicked practices of the Sainte? Was 
net Jesus called a deceiver and a 
blasphemer? Were not the Apostles 
disturbers uf the peace? Was not 
this sect every where spoken against!“ 
Did not this imply lack of honesty, 
and were not those who suffered them- 
selves to be led by public feeling and 
opinion unjustified in that they did 
not make enquiry for themselves! 
The Savior said. Ye shall know them 
by their fruit.” I said in the com- 
mencement I had been among and 
with the people of Utah the last 
twenty-four years, and certainly should 
have some knowledge of that tree, 
whether it is good orcorrupt, whether 
that fountain is pure or impure, for it 
is, and must be, one or the ether. 
James questioned, Doth a fountain 
send forth at the same time sweet 
water aud bitter. 

It is not my object to go back to the 
early history of the Church, as that is 
already published in otber places, but 
I wish to give facts which I have 
witnessed for myself. As Brigham 
Young has always been the main 
object of attack, I will state what I 
know about him and his labors. I 
can say fearlessly, that I never heard 
or saw a more fatherly, kind-hearted, 
God fearing man in my life; his whole 
aim and object was to bless and bene- 
fit his fellow. man; for this he labored 
and toiled successfully, not for their 
spiritual alone, but for their temporal 
welfare; his teachings were—honesty, 
truth, virtue; his counsel—to ‘‘do 
toothers as you wonld have others do 
to you.” He taught the people the 
necessity of industry and econumy in 
all the walks of life, as well as faith, 
prayer, love to God and the keeping 
of bis commandments. The result of 
this teaching is made manifest to-day 
before the eyes of all nations. When 


it is remembered that the Mormons” 
left the confines of the United States, 
traveling some fourteen hundred miles 
into the valleys of the Rocky Moun- 
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tains, there.commencing to labor in 
the vicinity of the great Salt Lake, at 
that time nothing but a dry, barren, 
desolate country, and then stand —1 
see what bas been accomplished in the 
last thirty years, no honest person 
will deny but that Brigham Young 
was a practical, living man, that be 
poseessed a great amount of wisdom 
and forethought, and that he must 
bave been inspired with higher mo- 
tives than a mere feéling of  self- 
aggraudigement; especially when it is 
realized that the population of Utah 
is formed of people from almost every 
nation under heaven, with their varied 
languages, views, traditions and edu- 
cation, yet now governed, controled, 
living in peace and good feeling with 
each other, having the same faith, 
and inspired by tbe same spirit. Is 
it reasonable to suppose that a man of 
low, corrupt, selfish feeling could 
bring this about? The fruits of bis 
wise, of his judicious policy, of his 
acts of benevolence, are to be seen 
throughout the Territory, in our 
magnificent Temples, in our places of 
worship, (the largest of which will. 
seat 12,000 people,) in our woolen 
factories, paper mills, tanneries; Salt. 
Lake City with its 30,000 inhabitants, 
and covering an area of twelve square 
miles, with its broad streets, its shady 
side- walks, its railroads and tramways, 
its gas and water works, its magnifi- 
cent shops and public. building, its 
clean and tasty dwellings nestled ina 
thousand orchards, all prove the oppo- 
site to that groveling spirit of which 
Brigham Young and the ‘‘ Mormons” 
are accused. Not only is there this 
spirit of thrift and industry which 
provoke the admiration of all visito 
but the wholesome. laws, the good 
order, the morality of the people in. 
general, are all items which attract. 
the notice of the stranger cominy into 
our midst. Until within. a few years, 
since the overland railroad was com- 
pleted, such a thing aa stealing or 
drunkenness was rare, public hou 
whisky saloons, bowling alleys, an 
the social evil were unknown. We 
have no paupers in our streets, no 
poor rates or workhonses ; the sisters. 
are organized in each settlement into 
what is called Relief Societies they 
look after the sick and the poor, and 
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see that there is no suffering among 
the people ; ourchildren are educated, 
and according to statistics, we have a 
larger per cent of scholars in school 
than any State in the Union. The 
cultivation of music and the fine arts 
arereceiving general attention through- 
out the Territory; and a spirit of re- 
finement, of elevation, is everywhere 
to be seen. The people generally are 
well to do, although but few would be 
considered wealthy; nine-tenths are 
comparatively independent, they own 
their homes, orchards and farms; 
surroundings are such that any man of 
energy and industrious habits can soon 
be in u ponrition to accumulate the 
comforts and necessaries of life around 
bim. 

„Tes,“ says the Christian world, 
‘‘ according to reports we have from 
gentiemen who bave visited your Ter. 
ritory, we admit that the Mormons” 
are a clean, frugal, bonest, industrious 
people generally, and have done a 
vast amount of good; they have re- 

deemed the desert, they have built up 
and beautified a couotry, that was 
nothing but a barren wilderness, We 
acknowledge that. Brigham Yuung was 
a great statesman and financier, that 
developed a: temarkable degree of 
tact and ability in directing the ener. 
gies of a growing people, but there is 
just one thing thas spoils it all, that is 
your belief in the Patriarchal Order,’ 
or the doctrine of a ‘plurality of 


- wives.’” Well, now, please to lay 
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aside your prejudice, while I ask a few 
questions and offer a few comments 
on this topic. In the first place, if it 
were such a gross sin—such an abomi- 
nable practice, as is supposed by the 
Christian world, how is it that we 
cannot find any place in Holy Writ“ 
where it is censured or condemned of 
or by the Almighty? How is it that 
we have quite the reverse? Abraham 
was the friend of Gud—he held com- 
munion with him, and so much did 
the Lord think of him, that he madea 
covenant with him, promising hima 
great blessing! What was it? A 
multiplication of his posterity upon 
the earth ; he should be the father of 
a nation, and his seed was to be ex- 
ceeding numerous. Sarah his wife 
realized the blessing connected with 
this question of children, and when it 
ceased to be with her after the man- 
ner of women,” she gave unto her 


husband Abraham, Hager to wife. So 


well pleased was the Lord with this 
great-hearted, good woman, for her 
willingness, for the opportunity she 
gave her husband to raise up children 
by another wife, that he blessed her, 
and said that she yet should have a 
sun, nay, he even wrought a miracle 
to fulfill his promise!

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HON. JOHN TAYLOR'S REPORT ON EDUCATION. 


Hon. John Taylor presented to the 
Legislative Assembly, Salt Lake City, 
his report as Territorial Superinten- 
dent of District Schools for the years 
4876-7. It was received and 2,000 
copies ordered to be printed, together 
with the school law as it may be 
amended by the present Legislature. 
The report is a comprehensive docu. 
ment, and the information it oon - 
tains is of great value, showing the 
Present status uf public school educa. 
sion in this Territory. 1+ commences 
with a full recognition of the value 


and importance of scholastic learning, 
its influence upon society and the 
necessity of its improvement to meet 
the advanced requirements of a pro- 
gressive age. Endorsing many of the 
suggestions on this subject contained 
in the Governor's Message, it meets 
the statement contained therein, 
that every religious denomination in 
the Territory deems it necessary to 
furnish schools for its own children 


in consequence of the character of 


our school laws, by submitting that 


| there is no class distinction in our 
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District Schools, which are open 
valike to all denominations; that 
there is no State or Territory in the 
Union which is without such deno- 
minational schools; that legislation 
to regulate such matters has signally 
failed; and that the Assembly has 
no power to enforce the application 
of the $30,000 expended for private 
tuition, a portion of which is gath- 
ered abroad for missionary schools. 

The Superintendent considers that 
for present requirements the school 
law makes sufficient provision for 
the raising of money by taxation. 
The assessment of a tax of one. 


fourth ef one per cent. on all the 


property in the Territory which is 
required by law, is equal to the en 
tire Territorial revenue. But the 
law further provides that the rate 
of taxation for any school purposes, 
may be raised by local vote of the 
tax payers, to the sum of three per 
cent. per annum. In addition to 
all this the sum of $26,750 is an. 
nually appropriated for school pur. 
poses out of the small income of 
the Territory. He therefore considers 


‘that no further burden of taxation: 


is necessary, but suggests the pro- 
riety of incorporating the school tax 
in the revenue bill instead of in the 
school law. However, if further pub- 
lic expenditure for schools is thought 
desirable, he considers that mining 
Property, in all equity should be taxed 
for this purpose, and thus made to 
contribute, with other 
the cause of education. 
He congratulates the Territory on 
the number of young men and women 
of intelligence and ability within its 
limits, and its favorable educational 


position when contrasted with other 


arts of the Union. According to the 


ast official census the percentage of 


illiteracy in the population of the 
United States was 55.2. But the per 
centage in Utah was only 29.5 or a lit 
tle more than one-half of the general 
per centage of the country. Since 
_ the census was taken, by reason of our 
educational improvements, the stand 
ard of learning has been considerably 
raised and consequently the per cent- 
age of illiteracy is lower than formerly.

between the ages of 6 and 16 in the 
Territory is reported at 30,792, but 
two counties— Tooele and Piute, 
have failed to report. Had they done 
so, it is presumable that the total 
between the above ages would have 
reached to about 32,500. The per cent. 
age of school population actually 
attending District Schools is stated to 
be 43.5 throughout the whole Territory 
during 1877. But the per centage 
varies greatly in different counties, 
Iron County stands at the head, with 
a per centage of actual attendance 
of 70 to every 100 of the whole school 
population; Kane County stands 
next, with a per centage of 68, then 
Morgan County, with 66. Salt Lake 
County stands at the foot of the list. 
witb a per centage of only 29; next. 
above it is Weber County with 38 The 
low per centage in these two counties 
is unde ubtedly attributable to so many 
children being sent by their parents 
to mission and select schools. Salt 
Lake County bas the largest number 
of school districts within its borders, 
namely 51, and Rich and Jnab Coun- 
ties the fewest, that is 4 each. There 
are 247 school districts in the 18 coun- 


ties reported. The average daily at- 


tendance, when Tooele and Piute are 
incladed, is about 15,000. The num- 
ber of teachers reported is 232 male 
and 238 female. Beaver, Millard and 
Washington Counties report more girls 
‘than boys,‘the balance of the counties 
report more boys than girls. : 

The amount expended annually for 
school purposes is put down at $210,- 
063.68, including the sum of $50,000 
paid out for private and mission schols, 
leaving a balance for District schools 
of $160,063 68. The value of school 


property is estimated at $398,202 89, 


including $75,000 for private schools, 
leaving a balance of $323,202.89 for 
District schools. But this estimate 
las been made up from the reports of 
the county superintendents, some of 
whom have excluded buildings which,, 
while they are used for school pur- 
poses during the week, are occupied 
for religious meetings on the Sanday.

Report ON Potyoamy.—(Utah Legislature ).—The committee of the House 
to whom · was referred that portion of the Governor’s message relating to poly- 
gamy, reported the following:

To the Hon Speaker and Members of the House af Representatlves. 


GentTLemMen,—Your committee on the judiciary to whom was referred that 


part of the Governor's message relating to polygamic marriages, or to that class 
_of marriages wherein two or more women, voluntarily and contemporaneously, 


enter into the marital relations with one man, beg leave to report to your 


honorable body that we have had the subject under careful consideration, and 


have unanimously come to the following conclusions: First—That while the 


Divine law most strictly condemns fornications, adulteries, etc., it does in no 
instance condemn the class of marriages above referred to; but, on the con- 


trary, stich marriages were sanctioned, approbated, blessed, and even, in 


some instances commanded by the Great Law-giver himself. Second—That 
while illegitimate children, or bastards, were under the curse of the Divine 


las, and debarred from entering the congregations of the Lord for ten genera- 


tions, the children of polygamists were called of God, and by his Divine 
appointment were made prophets, rulers and judges in Israel. Third—That 
there was no distinction in the Divine law in the inheritance of property be- 


tween polygamic and monogamie children. Fourth—That the law of God 


emphatically declares the marriage ordinance to be a Divine ordinance, as is 


most clearly expressed in the following quotation: ‘‘ What God hath joined 


together,” ete. Millions of Christians among civilized nations are unwilling 
to receive this holy sacrament and enter into its sacred bonds only upon con- 


ditions that the solemn rites connected with the ordinance should be admin- 


istered by their own regularly ordained ecclesiastical authorities, being exer- 


oised with the same conscientious and religions views which they have in regard 


to other religious sacraments. An overwhelming majority of the people of 


this Territory, like other religious bodies, believe in the divinity of the mar- 


ringe ordinance. They also conscientiously and religiously believe in both

forms or conditions of scriptural marriage, namely, the monogamic and poly- 
gamic, and desire to practice the same, according to the Divine ordinances 


and laws of God. Fifth—That your committee, having sworn to support the 


constitution of the United States, do not consider themselves authorized to 


- legislate against the religious belief and practices of any ecclesiastical denomi- 


tion of the subject.

photograph probably, but a pencil outline as it might be called, a looleinig: glans 
in which comparison could be instituted ; not complete as to attributes, for 
they are numberless, but those indinated were the salient points, and there 
was not one mentioned but what all should exhibit. The Elder who is cold, 
unambitious, careless, is a man outside his proper element; the one tho 
_ pushes on his week, his month, his year simply, is “a time server,” and as 
such will have his reward; the man whose heart is not in his mission, is an 
anomaly, bis is a character to be avoided ; the half-hearted, the ignorant, the 
selfish, the grumbler, the tyrant, should not be found among the authority of 
the Priesthood, or be numbered among the saviors of mankind. 

The man who has been sent to teach among the nations should understand 
bis mission, the doctrines which he seeks to establish, the influence they are 
intended to exert, and from his own experience he should be able to demon- 
“strate their power over passion, practice, and life, becoming himself ‘a living 
“ epistle known and read of all men ;” he should understand what is expected 
of him both as to the Church and to the world; he should be able to ‘‘ feed 
my sheep,” and by rightly dividing the word of truth,” give to every man 
his portion of meat in due season.” The Elder should be whole-hearted, 
intelligently enthusiastic, and devoted to his work, there should nothing 
« precede it—nothing exist to which it is secondary; having left home, family, 
friends, what else should take their place? Travel, sight-seeiny, friends, 
should be the accidents and opportunities of the mission, rather than its privi- 
lege or business. The man who is always at loose ends,” restless, unsettled, 
‘unsatisfied, given to change,” will not do much good; ever where one dess, 
or can mu on his own means, there should be prudence; example is oon - 
tagious, and it has always been allowed that Elders should visit prior to being 
assigned or after release; a good Elder once appointed labors there, diligently 
and faithfully ; „order is heaven’s first law,” and disorder never should shar- 
acterize its servants ; they will take the advice of Paul to Timothy, ‘‘ Watch 
thou, in all things — affliction, do the work of an evangelist, make full 
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proof of thy ien i Where an Elder does this, be will not find his time 
hang heavy, his mind will be fruitful in blessing and fruitful in devising, 
planning, and executing, that his labor may be approved... 
In laboring with and for the Saints, he will seek to create or foster the life 
of the Gospel, to stimulate interest in its principles, love for its practice, and 
study for its extension ; be will show how far personal responsibility, extends, » 
that practice is better than precept, and life better than creed, yet will advocate’ 
moral courage, will sbow that it is cowardly and unmanly to be afraid, of the 
Gospel or its principles ; he will also understand that where this is lacking, it 
is mainly because of ignorance, hence will foster intelligence, will encourage 
reading, will seek to interest in the periodicals as well as other literature of 
the Church ; will know that the ignorant are always bard to govern; that 
those who do not know, are always liable to be led astray ; will see that the 
‘S7aR is in every house, that it is welcomed, read, anu atudied ; will not be 
afraid to mention it in meeting, or take a textfrom it when applicable, neither 
be above qnoting from its pages for fear of criticism, or considered as lacking 
originality, but being the organ of the Church in these lands he will see that it is 
everywhere purchased, and when purchased—read, and he will not fail to insist 
upon this as a duty. The JouRNAt, also, which contains the discourses of the 
authorities, will be treated as a well of water undefiled,” a fountain from 
_whence mental, theological, and spiritual thirst can be supplied; a perennial 
atream of fresh; living, inspiring thought, adapted to the present times, to 
present needs, to personal needs; these should be the ever. present auxiliaries 
of the ministry, the teachers of the educated, and the guide of the young. 
And the Elder who understands his work will see to this continually, his 
labors will not be spasmodic, not changeable, but persistent, for this is his 
business, he has nothing else to do, it is his life; his time, his talent, his 
energies, are all mortyaged to this service ; "had growth, nsefulness, his 
present and his future, all depend upon au ‘unselfal patience and perseverance 
in the duties of the holy ministry. 
There are also many duties which some consider outside of, and beneath 
‘their character of spiritual advisers; these are the temporal interests of the 
Saints and of the Church; the Elder will be vigilant in regard to the pecuniary 
position of his flock, he will not be afraid to inculcate economy, to suggest 
prudence, to advise in regard to the use of private earnings; this is likewise a 
Positive duty, temporal salvation justifies wise interference, enquiry, suggestion, 
and the fear of wan (which) bringeth a snare,” should be unexperienced and 
unfelt; the responsibilities of the Saints to sustain the interests of the Branch, 
the Conference, and the Mission, cannot be disavowed ; to preach Tithing is 
not one of the deadly sins,” it is not only necessary, but it is an avenue for 
blessing ; while this is the law, it is also the Gospel, and it is better, more

‘cooked reports are not made necessary by either negligence or misappropriation, 
means are sacred for all legitimate uses, and the interests, counsels, and responsi- 

bilities of the central authority are not made powerless by inattention and 
‘ indifference ; it is astonishing how business capacity is exhibited in Book 
matters, Tithing matters, Emigration matters, and the General Reports of pre- 
siding officers. 
Sabbath schools, Sabbath meetings, evening meetings, social meetings, are 
the most public duties pertaining to the Saints, and as many men have many 
‘ minds,” there is quite a field for the exercise of all those qualities which 
should belong to an Elder of Israel seeking if by any means he may save 
some, using wisely all the time his varied powers in dignity, in kindness, in 
- unselfish interest, that everywhere in his field of labor there may be that con- 
‘ fidence which shows he is considered a brother and a friend.” 
There are also duties which the Elders of Israel owe to the world ; the train- 
ing of the Saints is only part of the ministry. A dispensation of the Gospel” 
is as decidedly committed to the Elders as it was to Paul, and as he said, so 
may they say, ‘‘ Woe unto me if I preach not the Gospel.” When an Elder in 
any Conference or on any mission gets into a rut,” he might as well go home

My dear Friend and Brother, — I 
returned last evening from Morgan, 
where, in company with Elder F. D. 
Richards, I had been attending their 
quarterly Conference. We had a 
most eijoyable and profitable time, 
and left them, Sunday evening, feeling 
well and rejoicing in our visit and 
ministrations.. 

I hope no undue antieipations may 
be awakened in the minds of the poor 
Saints in relation to being assisted to 
emigrate.

The bre 
thren never fail to urge upon the peo- 
ple, at our quarterly Conferences, to 
remember the worthy poor cf their 


_ brethren and sisters, now longing for 


deliverance from the old world, that 
they may escape the threatened cala: 
mities and horrors of war, famine, and 
pestilence, impending over the nations 
of. the earth, and I assure you an 
earnest sympathy is felt by the Saints 
in Zien for their less favored brethren

and business beyond their means, and 
now find” themselves cramped and | 
depressed under the weight of their 
responsibilities, while the almost super- 


fountains of ready means. Many have 
also struggled hard to raise means to 
assist their kindred in the past, and 
now have them to provide for until 
they can do so for themselves, which 
requires some time and exertion, while 


some few have apustatized, and left 


the burthen of paying the cost of their 


‘emigration upon the hands of their 


benefactors. ‘Many who have been 
helped by the Fund have died, as they 
have been largely the aged and intirm, 
other still remain comparatively poor, 
while some evade their obligations, 
and still others who have not had 


time to meet their obligations; theres 


fore only comparatively few will be 
able to meet the demands upon them. 

The Saints here are not idle nor un- 
willing, but they have Temples, meet- 


ing houses, school houses, factori 
and Tabernacles to build, roads an 
bridges to make through mountainous 
regions, themselves and families to 
maintain, their children to educate, 


and the poor in their midst to provide 
for. The Saints are willing, and we 
may look for the day of God's power. 
No people have done so much, in so 


short a time, with so few facilities.
